EARLY DISPATCHES. 
FIRST NEWS FOR LONDON. 
fA. PF. DAY REPORT.) 
LONDON, April 25, 11:05 p.m.—[By 
Atlantic Cable.] It is officially an- 
nounced that Wepener has been re- 
lieved. 


ROBERTS HAS FAILED. 
BOER ARMY IS AT LARGE. 
[A. NIGHT REPORT.) 

LONDON, April 26, 5 a.m.—{By At- 
lantſe Cable.) It is now apparent that 
the chances of Lord Roberts catching 
the retreating Boers in a net are very 
slender. The Boers have everywhere 
retired at the first pressure of the Brit- 
ish advance, and the hope that Gen. 
Rundle would be able to induce them 
to remain at Dewetsdorp until they had 
been forced to fight or surrender has 
been disappointing. No attempt was 
made to pursue the commandoes re- 
tiring from Weppener. 

Everything now depends upon the 
progress of Gen. French's cavalry bri- 
gades, but they are entering a very 
difficult, hilly, and practically unknown 
country. The cavalry has already 
had a long march over heavy and 
sandy roads, and nothing is known re- 
garding the condition of the horses. In 
any case, it is now a race between the 
Federals and the forces of Gen. French 
and Gen. Hamilton. F 

The slowness of the recent move- 
ments of the British infantry and pre- 
vious experience of the ability of the 
Boers to move rapidly, with guns and 
baggage, over their own country lead 
to a belief that Lord 
ing operations will fail, and will have 
to be repeated further north. At the 
most, he will perhaps capture some 
Boer guns and baggage, and hurry the 
retreating burghers. 

Considerable results have been at- 
tained in the relief of Wepener and in 
clearing of the southeastern corner of 
the Free State of Boers, but the Boer 
army, whatever its strength has still 
to be dealt with. 

Besides the casualties among the 
men, the Boer bombardment of Col. 
Daigetty’s position wrought great 
havoe among the cattle and horses. 
The garrison could have held out an- 
other fortnight, but it is in no con- 
dition to render much assistance in 
pursuing the Boers. 

ROBERTS’S CASUALTIES.

‘QUEER SAFE BURGLARY. 


ARSON ATTEMPTED BY ROBBER 
, AFTER GETTING MONEY. 


A mysterious safe robbery and at- 
tempt at arson occurred at the Cen- 
tral-avenue planing mills early yester- 
day morning. 

Between 4 and 5 o'clock Charles 
Mead, a milkman who was passing, 
saw a blase in the office. He called 
to an ice man, and the two extin- 
guished the fire. Both the front and 
the rear doors were unlocked. 

The safe had been opened by some- 
one who was evidently either familiar 
with the combination or an expert safe 
operator, as it was.opened without do- 
ing violence to the lock.

A night watchman, Frank Waller, 
is employed to sleep on the premises, 
but Tuesday night, while on Alameda 
street, he got into trouble and was 
locked up. Yesterday morning, when 
Mr. Hughes and Mr. Chittenden 
reached the office a letter was found 
on the desk stating that Waller was 
in jail. 

The police detectives are investi- 
gating the matter, but up to last night 
had nothing to report. They have sey- 
eral clews on which they are working, 
and consider that the chances of catch- 
ing the mysterious thief are good. 

Manager Hughes had intended ex- 
perting the books in a few days, but 
that is now impossible.

ORDINANCE CLOSING SALOONS. 

SANTA MONICA, April 25.—[{Regu- 
ular Correspondence.} A  no-saloon 
ordinance was adopted by the 
City . today. It is to 
be- in operation by May 1, when the 
saloon licenses now effective will hav: 
expired. The ordinance was adopted by 
a bare majority of the board. Two of 
the members took the ground that th: 
vote on the liquor question at the last 
city election was in favor of prohibit. 
ing the liquor traffic. 


Before the ordinance was adopted 


Trustee Morgan submitted an ovdin 
ance prohibiting the sale of liquor 
except upon a physician's prescription 
or in the form of wood alcohol. Mr 
Morgan said he was not a believer in 
prohibition, but he thought that form 
of ordinance suited the wishes of th 
people of the town as expressed at th: 
late city election. That form was voted 
for by Mr. Morgan and Mr. Dudley 
and the other, receiving the votes of 
Trustees Roth, and President 
Jones, was adopted. 

The ordinance provides that a whole- 
sale house shall a place where 
liquors are sold or served in quantities 
of not less than one-fifth of a galion 
in original packages not to be deliy- 
ered at the place of business of the 
dealers, Dut to be delivered at the res- 
idence or place of business of the pur- 
chaser on orders.” Section 2 says: 
“That, for the purpose of this ordi- 
nance, a restaurant liquor establish 
ment is declared to be a hotel, restau- 
rant or boarding-house where only 
vinous or malt liquors are sold with, 
and as a part of a regular hot meal, 
costing not less than 25 cents, exclu- 
sive of said vinous or malt itiquors, 
and served at a table in a diniag-room 
in which there is no bar e 
service of vinous or malt liquors with 
crackers or cheese or cold lunches or 
other subterfuges, shall not constitute 
a restaurant, and is not authorized by a 
restaurant liquor license.” The ordi- 
nance goes on to provide that the busi- 
ness of wholesale liquor dealer or res- 
taurant liquor dealer shall be allowed 
only upon permit of the City Trustees, 
and says that “upon conviction of any 
person for violating this ordinance the 
board shall revoke said license at once.”
